Wasuixeron, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland’s panacea for 
country’s distress is the immediate repeal of 
the Sherman law without a substitute. This 
is about all that has leaked out concerning the 
special Cabinet meeting this afternoon. There 
was a full attendance, Hoke Smith and the 
other members who have been junketing at 
government expense ostensibly on official 
business having gotten back in time to at- 
tend. Some weeks ago Mr. Cleveland was un- 
derstood to be in doubt whether he could se- 
cure the repeal of law without a substitute 
which would be almost as objectionable. The

Just as the party reached the railway sta- 
tion at Sixth street fire engines from all parts 
of the city were on their way to a fire which 
had broken out in the Mount Vernon Hotel, a 
small hotel on Pennsylvania avenue, near the 
depot.

They were away off 
by themselves in the torrid zone, 100 miles 
south of the Ellice group and 600 miles west- 
northwest of Samoa. The climate was bad

9 Will Cling to One Idea. 

It is stated tonight that Mr. Cleveland gave 
a hint of the general policy of the adminis- 
tration which he expects the Cabinet members 
to follow. There is a strong pressure from 
Democratic Congressmen to secure a recom- 
mendation for prompt and radical tariff legis- 
lation. The President is understood to have 
formulated some recommendations on this 
subject which he could make part of his spe- 
cial message and he may do so. Yet the 
chances are decidedly against it. Cleveland 
has one idea now, which is the repeal of the 
Sherman law, and he does not want to scatter 
his shot. 

There is also pressure to secure from him a 
general declaration of some sort in favor of 
bimetallism. This, it is urged, would make 
it easier for Vest, Voorhees, and the other 
rumpant free coinage Democrats who are 
working on fanciful schemes of free coinage 
at 20 to 1 to keep in line with the administra- 


_ fon. The President, however, is wary. He

Will Make No Prophesies. 


It is possible that the puzzling financial con- 


. ditions which now exist will make him chary 


of prophesying. Upto the hour when the 
Cleveland administration came into power its 
supporters were hysterical over the proposi- 
tion to touch the $100,000,009 gold reserve, 
claiming that such action would send gold to 
à premium. Under Secretary Carlisle’s man- 
agement of the finances the reserve was 
trenched upon before the Treasury could pro- 
‘tect it, but there was no premium on the yel- 
low metal. Again, Mr. Cleveland has insisted 
that the operation of the Sherman law would 
inevitably put gold to a premium, yet his 
message will go to Congress witha premium 
existing on currency. : : 

Such conditions enforce the necessity of 
dealing slightly with prophecy and confining 
the sermon to the existing depression. The 
pith of the message will be that the adminis- 
‘tration will do its toward restoring pub- 
lic confidence by unequivocally recommend- 
ing the repeal of the Sherman law without a 
substitute. Congress must do the rest.

Illinoisan won the most interesting and closest 
fight in the Democratic caucus this evening 
when ex-Representative Herman Snow was 
chosen to succeed Sergeant-at-Arms Yoder of 
the House of Representatives. This result 
was brought about by a combination against 
Yoder just before King Caucus ascended his 
throne, but it wasa very close shave for the 
successful contestant. Representative Springer 
was the first to announte this news to the 
crowd waiting in the lobby. As his tall form 
emerged from the hall of the House he was 
immediately surrounded by an eager and en- 
thusiastic throng. 

We won by a narrow margin, though,” 
he said to the correspondent for Tus TRI. 
ung, as the vote, 96 to 95, will sbow.“ This 
intelligence was quickly communicated to the 
friends of Judge Yoder who sat in his room 
awaiting the result and even the wood in the 
grate fire sputtered viciously as the ill-tidings 
came through the wired fender. 

Contrary to general expectation there was 
no fight over the doorkeepership, only one 
name, that of ex-Doorkeeper Hurt, being pre- 
sented. He was groomed by Speaker Crisp’s 
right hand man on the Rules committee, Mr. 
Catchings of Mississippi, and Amos 
Cummings of New York, who is to 
be Chairman of the Naval committee, 
and this frightened away all the other candi- 
dates. Iceman Turner,“ very red in the 
fave and much flustered in manner, tried in 
vain to make it clear to a sympathizing 
coterie why he had been sacrificed, while 
Felix McCloskey, who hac been named by the 
New York delegation, forgot Maggie Cline’s 
injunction to throw himself down.“ 

Speaker Crisp and Clerk Kerr had previous- 
ly gone through with a whirl by acclamation 
and this was repeated when the name of 
Lycurgus W. Dalton of Indiana was presented 
for the Postmastership. 

There was, however, a bitter battle for the 
privilege of praying for members of the 
House of Representatives during the Fifty- 
third Congress and preachers of every de- 
nomination were as thick as leaves. A Mary. 
lander carried off the plum, however, the Rev. 
S. W. Haddaway being the lucky person. 
When this position was disposed of there was 
nothing further to attend to, the slate having 
gone through as arranged early in the after- 
noon. 

Crisp Nominated by Acclamation. 


The hall of the House of Representatives 
was well filled with Democratic members to- 
night when, at 8:30, Mr. Holman, Chairman 
of the caucus, called it to order. After a 
short speech by Mr. Holman Mr. Turner of 
Georgia nominated Mr. Crisp for reélection 
in a brief speech. This nomination was sec- 
onded by Messrs. Coombs of New 
York, Hatch of Missouri, and Wil- 
son of West Virginia, after 
which Mr. Crisp was nominated by acclama- 
tion and amid applause. Messrs. Springer, 
Hatch, and Wilson were selected as a commit- 
tee to notify the Speaker, and a few minutes 
later brought him into the hall, where he was 
introduced by Mr. Hatch, Mr. Crisp spoke 
as follows: : 

The extraordinary condition of affairs through- 
out the country has necessitated our meeting in 
extraordinary session. In so far as that eondi- 
dition is attributable to existing law we are in 
nowise responsible. Now, for the first time in 
more than thirty years, we are in full power. 
We can repeal the laws and we can make 
good ones. The people have intrusted us with 
that power and expect us to exercise it for their 
benefit.

Lot us lay aside every other con- 
sideration than the public good and endeavor to 
discharge the duties assigned us as to restore

At the close of Speaker Crisp’s speech, Mr. 
Kerr of Pennsylvania was renominated Clerk 
by acclamation, and the caucus then pro- 
ceeded to the election of a Sergeant-at-Arms, 

candidates being the present in- 


Samoa properties and islands. In turn they 
sold it to Mr. Moors, who is one of the most 
prominent merchants of Samoa. 

Nassau Island was discovered in 1874 by 
Capt. John Ellicot, an American trader 
who touched there aud planted cocoa- 
nuts. He went to Hayti, told the 
United States Consul there what he had 
done, and got permission to hoist the Amer- 
ican flag: Capt. Ellicot owned the island 
from the time of discovery until 1890, during 
which time he spent $15.000 in improving it. 
In 1890 he sold itto Mr. Moors. His title 
had never been disputed in the sixteen years 
he had owned the island. 7 

Now, it has often been observed that noth- 
ing seems really desirable until some other 
fellow takes a fancy to it, Abouta year ago, 
after Mr. Moors had begun to make some 
money off these islands, Capt. Gibson of an 
English man-of-war, which was cruising in 
those waters, touched at Nassau Isiand, raised 
the cross of St. George, and proclaimed the 
island to be under the protection of the crown. 
Then he steamed over to Sophia Island, and 
as the natives working there could not under- 
stand English they did not show their papers 
or flag when questioned. So he went through 
the same process there. ; 

Mr. Moors is a loyal American citizen and 
be did not relish the proceedings at all. 
England had had several centuries in which 
to discover those islands, but never did it 
until he had made them valuable. Further- 
more Mr. Moors objects strongly to many 
things connected with British rule. The prin- 
cipal faultsare the restrictions imposed by 
English laws on the class, ete., of laborers. 
It is often the custom of the English Govern- 
ment in these localities to have an inspector 
of laborers or some other high priced official 
on the island at the expense of the owner. It 
has numerous other red-tape proceedings cal- 
culated to place a balance on the wrong side 
of the books. : 

Mr. Job’s business in Washington is to urge 
Secretary Gresham to ask the English Gov- 
ernment to haul down its flag on these two 
islands and release them from its claim of 
sovereignty. 

Mr. Moors talked quite freely of the case 
yesterday. The two islands,“ he said. are 
about 1,000 miles apart. Nassau is 10 
south of the equator and contains 550 acres, 
covered with cocoanut trees, fruit trees, and 
has several valuable deposits of guano. It is 
entirely detached from all other islands and 
sits out in the rolling ocean, a triangular 
block of land, reaching to an average height 
of thirty feet above the water, When I took 
possession Mr. Ellocott’s foreman was there 
with some fifteen natives, I took out a 
few men of my own and brought 
back those of Ellocott's employés 1 
decided not to keep. I found there among 
the effects an American flag that used to be 
hoisted every time a vessel of any sort came 
within sight of the island.

After another 
year’s delay the Chief Justice, Conrad Cedar- 
krantz of Sweden, arrived. He proved a 
failure and has been removed. But the 
natives at that time received him with 
many other demonstra- 
of friendship. They, however, 
at length became discouraged at the inaction. 
They refused to recognized Malietoa Lau- 
pepa. He has only a small following, num- 
bering not to exceed 2,500 people. The 
whole country has held out for the other man. 
According to the reports it is evident that 
Mataafa can now no longer restrain his 
friends. He was originally opposed to en- 
gaging in war against Laupepa. I am glad to

JUDKINS FURNITURE FACTORY BUBNS. 


The Loss Is $50,000, Partly Covered by 
Insurance, : 

The fine new furniture factory of the Jud- 
kins Manfacturing company was destroyed 
by fire in the two hours after 6 o’clock last 
evening. The factory was at hanson Park, be- 
tween Galewood and Cragin, and a full mile 
from the latter place, at which was the 
nearest supply of water. From Ora- 
gin the firemen were forced to lay a single 
line of hose a mile in length, along which was 
stationed six engines, which managed to force 
through the hose a solitary weak stream 
which had practically no effect. People 
stood around with the firemen, helpless to ar- 
rest the flames. The building was a four- 
story brick which was erected sixteen months 
ago. It was fitted with the most modern ma- 
chinery for the manufacture of folding beds, 
fine tables, and other light furniture, A force 
of eighty hands was employed steadily until 
two weeeks ago, when the company got 
ahead of its orders and shut down until last 
Wednesday. Then the factory reopened with 
a force of thirty men, which was being grad- 
ually augmented. The loss is $50,000, 
insurance $30,000.

Ninety Passengers Seasick. 

Passengers on the R. J. Gordon had a high 
time. Ninety of them were so seasick that it 
was no joke and the result was that thirty 
persons were too far goneto be removed from 
the deck of the boat when it landed at the Van 
Buren street pier and fifteen were unable to 
proceed further 
dock. In this condition the greater part of 
the number found themselves for over an 
hour, and two hours had elapsed before the 
last ones were able to be removed to their 
homes. The sickness was not confined to 
women and children, for many able-bodied 
men were among ‘he number. 

The World’s Fair Steamship company dur- 
ing the morning had carried over 8,000 peo- 
ple to Jackson Park, and in order to give 
their passengers, the greater part of whom had 
purchased round-trip tickets, an opportunity 
to return, two of their best seagoing vessel 
the whaleback Christopher Columbus and the 
R. J. Gordon—left the Van Buren street pier 
at 4 o’clock. The whaleback, except for 
breaking a few planks and side timbers at the 
World’s Fair landing, made the trip without 
particular incident. The R. J. Gordon isa 
much smaller boat and was tossed about by 
the waves as though it was a plaything. A 
large crowd saw it land at the Fair and many 
were led to make the return trip on the boat

when a child. His parents were poor and the 


ment and Thrift Win for Him Fortune 


and Standing as a Financier=One of the 
Most Orthodox of Jews=How His Creed 
Aided His Cash, 


No one was so much surprised when Laza- 
rus Silverman’s bank was forced to suspend 
the other day as Lazarus Silverman himeelf. 
Within two weeks the old Hebrew banker had 
written a letter to President Cleveland giving 
him advice as to the proper steps to be taken 
to restore confidénce in the financial circles of 
the country. Ten days before the doors of 
his bank were closed he was outlining plans 
for the greatest financial institution in the 
country, of which he was to be the President 
and ruling spirit. 

Known for forty years in the finances of 
Chicago, few men were known less. Secre- 
tive and close in all his dealings, his business 
was confined almost exclusively to the Hebrew 
peddlers and small merchants to whom Sil- 
verman was at once oracle, prophet, afid 
judge. Not even yet have they lost confi- 
dence in their old idol, Shattered it may be, 
perhaps, but most of them accept his state- 
ment that they will be paid in full as gospel 
truth. 

Born in Germany sixty-three years ago, 
came to this country 


boy went to work eurly in life. His first 
ventures were in trade, selling small articles 
of merchandise. He showed from the first 
the habits of thrift and the shrewd business 
sense which made him later a millionaire. 
He had almost none of the advantages of ear- 
ly education, his whole life being spent in 
business. When he had acsumulated a little 
money he opened a small loan broker’s of- 
fice, loanmg money to his countrymen. He 
always got the highest legal rate of interest, 
and as the years went by the cash piled up in 
his coffers. But it was not allowed to re- 
main idle. The eye of the money 
lender looked out over the Chicago 
of thirty years ago and saw a future before it. 

first savings went into the purchase of un- 
improved lots on the then outskirts of the 
city. Later, when money came in faster, it 
was laid out on down-town bubiness property, 
until, at the time of his suspension, Lazarus 
Silverman ranked as one of the heaviest hold- 
ers of real estaté in the city. He was one of 
the few landholders who never sold. Kept u 
long enough. his policy would have resul‘ 
in an absolute corner on the real estate mar- 
ket of Chicago. ) 

Judge Among Russian Jews. 


Among the Russian Jews newly arrived in 
America, Lazarus Silverman was the court of 
last resort. Asa rule they do not recognize 
the authority of legally organized courts even 
in matters of grave importance. Silverman’s 
great wealth and his well-known probity gave 
him, therefore, in their eyes all the attributes 
of court, jury, and lord high executioner. 
They broug t all manner of disputes and dif. 
ficulties to him to be settled, and among law- 
yers many stories of his peculiar decisions are 
current. 

One of the strangest was the case of a Rus- 
sian Jew dler, whose wife came over from 
the land of the Czar only to find that her hus- 
band had married again. The first wife 
brought with her from the old home three 
little children. The second wife was young, 

retty, and buxom. Lazarus Silverman 

eard their stories. Then, in oracular fash- 
ion, he delivered his decision. 

He decided that the man was not justified 
in leaving his first wife and children and he 
was ordered to go back to live with and sup- 
port them. eanwhile the second wife was 
at least an innocent party to the wrong. The 
man was ordered to support her and was sen- 
tenced to find for her a suitable husband. 
The decision was actépted in good faith by 
all the parties and was never disputed. In 
fact, among all these people Silverman's 
word went further than the law. 

In personal appearance Lazarus Silverman 
is the typical Hebrew banker. Of medium 
height, he is of ample girth, the most striking 
feature of his dress being an- extremely large 
and heavy gol. old watch chain. His gray beard 
| and scanty hair have giyen him of late years 
a venerabie and patriarchal a rance. His 
clothes are well worn, but always brushed 
neatly, and he was se seen without a silk 
hat. He was accustomed to sit tilted back in 
a leather-covered armed chair in his shabby 
banking house at No. 93 Dearborn street, 
looking the picture of financial solidity, with 
his hands crossed over his chest and his head 
resting on the back of the chair. Once seated 
in that chair Lazarus Silverman was the 
shrewd, careful banker, no matter what he 
might be outside of it. He would walk into 
his banking house chatting and laughing with 
a friend, but.the moment he felt the arms of 
that rusty old chair enfold him the smile died 
away. e was once more strictly the man of 
business and his talk became guarded and 
careful. 

Mr. Silverman was an orthodox Hebrew of 
the strictest type. His banking house was 
always closed turday, the Hebrew holi- 
day, and as regularly open for business Sun- 
day morning, closing usually at noon. 
Strange as it may seem, this peculiar system 
of office hours was not only in harmony with 
his religious views, but it proved advantage- 
ous to his business. The Hebrew peddlers 
and small merchants, who were-his chief cus- 
tomers, were many of them busy all day Sat- 
urday, and they found it convenient to bring 
their week’s receipts down to Silverman’s 
bank for deposit Sunday morning. He was 
a prominent member of the Hebrew Temple, 
at Thirty-third street and Indiana avenue, 
and took an active part in its services. 

His Pride as a Financier, 

Next to his religion, dearest to the heart of 
Lazarus Silverman is or was his pride in 
himself as a financier. The good name for 
honesty and promptness in meeting obliga- 
tions which he had built up was a jewel which 
he closely guarded and dearly ‘prized, Once, 
in a while, to intimate friends, he would go 
over the story of his financial succeas. His 
bank had gone through all the financial 
panics since the early fifties‘ without suspen- 
sions for a day or repudiating an obligation. 

In 1863,” he was accustomed to say, I 
was the only banker in town who advertised 
to pay my depositors in gold, I wanted the 
prone to know that Lazarus Silverman paid 

is debts at par.’ 

Of late years money has. accumula to 
such an extent in the coffers of the old banker 
that almost a radical change came over hini. 
For years he had been contented to be the 
magnate of his countrymen and to stand high 
among the rich men of Chicago. Now 
wanted to double his already great wealth. 
He wanted to win national fame as a finan- 
cier. Only to his intimate eR * he lay 
bare the secret of his „ To all others he 
was still the careful, prudent money lender 
demanding prompt settlement of debts and 
paying his own according to the same rule.

The Committee on Award Appeals Re- 
ports Favorably to Him.

VENDORS UNLICENSED BY THE FAIR 
SUBJECT TO AN ORDER. 


The Council of Administration Will Notify 
Thenr Tomorrow That No Authority to 
Dispose of Goods Is Valid Uniess from 
the Exposition Management- How For- 
eign Commissioners Are Disposing of 
Space 130 People in the Manufactures 
Building Among Those Aimed At, 

Trouble between the Exposition Manage- 
ment and Foreign Commissioners may be ex- 
pected within a few days. Tomorrow, it was 
announced yesterday, the Council of Admin- 
istration will issue an order forbidding exhib- 
iters and vendors not licensed by the manage- 
ment tomake sales. When this is done un- 
doubtedly there will be a howl and the closing 
up of exhibits. Nevertheless the council in- 
tends to enforce the rules of the Exposition, and 
if any agreement is reached it will be to the 
effect that foreign exhibiters must pay a per- 
centage on the sale of their goods the same 
as concessionnaires do, 

Emboldened by previous leniency and ap- 
parent lack of stamina on the part of the Ex- 
position management, Foreign Commissioners 
and foreign exhibiters are together disregard- 
ing openly the rules of the Exposition com- 
pany relative to the sale of goods and exhibits, 
and are making a bazaar of three or four of 
the main buildings, The Commissioners, 
when remonstrated with, merély laugh. 

There are several exceptions to this. Among 
them may be, mentioned Engiand, Japan, 
Norway, Sweden, and a few others, But the 


‘| Russian, French, German, Austrian, and Ital- 


ian Commissioners appear to permit their ex- 
hibiters to do as they please, and the latter 


who are sent there to protest against their 


action. 

When the rules and regulations for the Fair 
were promulgated it was distinctly announced 
that nothing could be sold in the buildings ex- 
cept where privileges were obtained from the 
Exposition company. Out of these exclusive 
privileges and concessions it was expected the 
Fair management would realizea large profit; 
and this it has done. The receipts from con- 
cessions and privileges amount now daily to 
$20,000. ut the foreign Commissioners 
have concluded at last that they are masters 
of their own displays, and that they will do as 
they see fit in reguiating them. y n 
by evading the customs laws and selling 
goods on which the duty had not been 
paid. When Uncle Sam got after them 
they got scared and a check was put 
to this practice. Then they requested 
the Exposition company to permit exhib- 
iters to sell duplicates of their exhibits and 
such small souvenir merchandise as some of 
the exhibiters had brought with them for the 
simple purpose of selling. This interfered 
with the contracts which had been let to con- 
cessionnaires, and the Council of Administra- 
tion declined permission. Director-General 
Davis himself thought that some way might 
be discovered for permitting the sale in case 
the exhibiters would pay a certain percentage 
to the Exposition 9 But council 
did not favor the plan. This was two or three 
weeks ago. 

Concessions from Foreign Commissioners. 


In Maaufactures Building alone, one of the 
officials said yesterday, 150 exhibiters and 
others were selling goods in defiance of the 
rules. And what they are selling is not, alto- 
gether, from their several countries, Most of 
the stuff is said to be bought in this country 
and consists of cheap jewelry, Rocky Mount- 
ain gems, souvenir spoons, and trash of like 
cevaracter, People who failed to secure con- 
cessions from the Exposition company are 
learning of the willingness of foreign Com- 
missioners to grant concessions themselves; 
for instance, by the payment of a small fee 
in some instances the foreign Com- 
missioner will rent space to a vendor 
of merchandise, and the vendor goes ahead. 
When objection is made, he claims that he 
secured the right from a e Commission- 
er; and, if in a French booth, he claims he is 
on French soil and the Exposition company 
or no one else can interfere with him. Some 
of the Commissioners are so accommodating, 
it is said, as to remove exhibits in order to 
admit merchandising. There is nota shadow 
of authority for any such action. 

If it were exhibiters themselves who were 
doing the selling the attidude of the Commis- 
sioners would be less offensive. But it is not. 
Over in the Transportation Building a Chi- 
cago Irishman has secured the privilege, in 
the French section, for we giassware. It 
is reported that he pays the French comunis- 
sion $30 a month for space. 

The wholesale and unlicensed merchandis- 
ing in the Manufactures Building, while not 
equaled in other buildings, is still thriving. 
In the Mining Building “here are eight illegit- 
imate booths. One vendor, in the French 
section, is selling souvenir spoons, and he 
doesn’t care who knows it. e Exposition 
company has granted toa firm the exclusive 
right to sell souvenir spoons, but that does 
not make any difference to the merchant who 
is secured, by the pote of a certain fee, 
a right to sell by.the French Commissioner. 

In Machinery Hall there are at least thirt 
booths operated without license. In the Bel- 
gium section an enterprising vendor is selling 
candy and ice cream, both of which products 
are manufactured in Chicago. Inthe Italian 
section there is a merchant disposing of opti- 
cal goods. 

Loss to the Exposition. 

When it is figured up that there are nearly 
200 of these stands selling goods in defiance 
to the regulations the loss to the Exposition 
company can be understood, They pay no 
percentage to the Fair management, but deal 
exclusively with the foreign Commissioners. 
Meanwhile every dollar’s worth that they sell 
robs the man who has paid for the privilege 
of the prospect of sale of that much goods, 
and the Exposition of a percentage. More 
than that, the concessions granted by for- 
eigners are located in choice places, while the 
men who are paying the Exposition company 
for the privilege of selling are confined to the 
walls. There isan exception to this in Ma- 
chinery Hall, because there the selling of the 
manufactured product had to be done in the 
exhibit where the machinery is in operation. 

When one of the foreign Commissioners 
was asked yesterday why he permitted the 
sale of goods contrary to regulations, he 
smiled, and said: O, that’s always been 
customary in other expositions—always.”’ 

But it isn’t the custom here, is it? 

„No, but it has been at all other places.“ 

The sandbag which the foreign Commission- 
ers hold over the mangement is that, if they 
are interfered with, they will close up the dis- 
plays. They have worked that dodge success.

It would be hard to parallel, even in the 
annals of the unspeakable Turk, such in- 
human conduct as has just been detected and 
exposed in France and Italy.

could keep away from infected districts and 
that merchant vessels from infected ports 
could be properly detained and examined 
elsewhere these countries have separately 
schented to keep the facts from publicity 
Italy has gone so far that even the press tele- 


grains are rigidly inspected and ** corrected ”’ 


by a censor. 

The only excuse the two countries have is 
that they do not wish to be deprived of the 
large revenue which tourists bring them an- 
nually. They are careless of the health of 
their guests and of their own people in dis- 
triets near infected towns. The result is that 
they have bred such distrust throughout 
Europe—and no doubt it will be the same in 
America when the truth becomes known there 
that tourists fear to go into either Italy or 
France. They may have planned to 
visit districts where there is no 
danger from the cholera, but as 
the governments have lied, they do not know 
what to believe and so they keep away alto- 

it bes just come out that the cholera not 
only has been far worse in the little towns in 
the South of France than was reported, but 
that it also has been epidemic. in the great 
port of Marseilles. The people of Margeilles 
went a step further than the French Gtvern- 
ment wished and did just what the government 
might have expected. They concealed their 
epidemic from the government officials. doc- 
tered their reports of sickness and deaths, 
and posed as a remarkable example of 
the eccentricity of the cholera scourge, which 
had stalked through every district and every 
village in that section, yet had not visited the 
great, dirty city, whose wharves were lined 
with vessels from the Orient. France’s death 
returns and health statistics had been gaining 
credence for some time, but the disclosure 
about Marseilles is the finishing blow. No 
one now knows what to think. 


France Courts Distrust. 
Perhaps the et t.impression as to the 


era in France is more gloomy 
than the decual truth warrants. If so it is just 


what France deserves and points a moral to 


those who believe that newspapers should not 
print the news about cholera. Italy will 
‘shortly have cause bitterly to repent its short 
sighted poliey of concealment where publicity 
would enable the newspapers to say just 
where there is danger and where no danger 
is at. all. 

Since the publication of the fact that chol- 
era is epidemic at Naples there has been no 
‘pews whatever from Italy upon which any re- 
UHance can be placed. Not only are the gov- 
ernment health officers instructed to lie and 
to conceal, but the telegraphic censorship is 
“throttling what few facts might get out by 
means of the wretched Italian news service 


It is not necessary to get uselessly alarmed, 


but travelers should give both the South of 
France and Italy a wide berth. Indeed, 
all Mediterranean countries are under 
There is not a postion 
of the shores of that sea which has not 
at least a few cases. It is simple logic that in 
these countries where the sanitary conditions 
are miserable, the people dirty, and the water 


supply -bad, there must be a great deal of 


cholera.

FIGHT SHY OF SILVER DISCUSSION. 


Bimetallists in Pariiament Given No Chance 
to Attack the Government. 

Loxpox, Aug. &.—During the recent discus- 

sion of the estimates the Rt. Hen. Henry 
Chaplin, who was President of the Board of 
Agriculture in Lord Salisbury’s administra- 
tion, attempted to raise the long-defégred de- 
bate on the question of bimetallism by mov- 
ing a reduction of the salary drawn by the 
Prime Minister. Every bimetallist member 
of the House was on the alert primed to at- 
tack the government for suspending the free 
mintage of silver in India, but their hopes of 
ventilating their views and opinions 
were quashed by the Chairman, who 
ruled that the motion was out of 
order. This decision was highly gratifying 
to the ministeralists, who are anxious to avoid 
the long discussion of the questions. 
The bimetallists are anxious to avoid as 
long as possible an official exposure of the 
failure of the India currency policy. A feature 
of the position is the continued non-success of 
the India Council to sell its drafts on India. 
Wednesday last bills to the amount of forty 
lacs of rupees were offered without an Allot- 
ment being made. The only tender made 
was for ten laes at ls 3%d per rupee. The 
tender was refused. For five consecutive 
weeks the India Council has failed to obtain 
tenders for its bills, being unwilling to make 
allotments except at 1s 4d or the smallest 
fraction under that price. 

Currency experts differ in opinion as to 
whether the council can hold out in main- 
taining the price of its drafts at a fixed mini- 
mum and as to what the result of such an at- 
tempt will be on the currency struggle gen- 

William H. Greenfeld, who has heretofore 
supported Mr. Gladstone’s political and finan- 
¢ial policies, has withdrawn from the Liberal 
party, solely, it is said, because of the gov- 
ernment’s action in regard to the Indian cur- 
rency question. This fact, together with the 
speech made at the Mansion House meet- 
ing Thursday by Mr. Balfour, when 
the principal bankers of London 
and other business-men assembled to 
consider the situation, has again roused the 
country’s interésts in the financial question. 
Though Mr, Balfour in his speech declined to 
commit the Conservative party to bimetal- 
lism it isan aecepted fact that that party is 
tending to the adoption of a double standard 
as a plank in the Cénservative platform. 

Mr. S. Dana Horton, the American expert, 
who was one of the attendants at the Mansion 
House meeting, was subsequently interviewed 
in regard to the outlook for the double 


| standard. He said he hoped the American 


people would realize that international silver 


was not yet dead. If the names of the men 


who, were present at the Mansion House 
meeting were communicated to Washington 
it would de seen how all ‘the 
great business interests had been 
represented, and the press boy- 
cott against silver would break down. For 
the sentiments expressed by Mr. Balfour, the 
papers simply scold him, like a hen when the 
ducklings she has hatched take to the water. 


The ¢ditorials. on the subject prove nothing 


more than the mental feebleness of the 
enemy. Mr. Horton added that it was a pity 
that the. leverage obtained could hardly be 
well utilized. With the holidays begun, labor- 
ers were few, and all those now agitating the 
subject were volunteers. As for the opinion 
of the continental countries Mr. Horton fur- 
ther said nothing seems to be known of the 
undercurrents. There is no organizimg, no 
diploma for this business.

Caal Miners’ Strike Not Ended. 

Rumor has had it that the great strike of 
coal miners that began July 28 has been set- 
tled.

and Yorkshire. It is estimated that fully 
500,000 hands who depend on mining, ship- 
ping, and manufacturing for their living have 
been thrown out of work through the strike. 
Rosebery Off for Homburg. 

Lord Rosebery, Secretary of ‘State for 
Foreign Affairs, will start tonight for Hom- 
burg, where he will make a three weeks’ stay. 
M. DeOCrais, the newly appointed French Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, will present his 
credentials to the Queen at Osborne House 
next week. According to diplomatic usages, 
Lord Rosebery should accompany him when 
he visits the Queen, but he will not be able to 
do so. From the fact that Lord Rosebery will 
be absent. at the time, it is argued that the 
entente between Great Britain and France is 
not perfect.

Another abrupt indication that the customs 
war will soon terminate is the fact thata 
mutual agreement has been entered into not 
to engage ina grain freight war, which was 
dreaded by commercial men as being certain 
to exasperate every one concerned in interna- 
Some Russian Government or- 
gans lament or excuse the situation, and the 
German press follows the same course. The 
general opinion of the business world here is 
that steady resolutions not to give in until 
Russia shows a willingness to reduce its tariff 
will be the speediest road to an agreement. 

Russia’s Abrupt Change. 

The Gazette, commenting upon Russia’s 
abrupt change of front from negotiating a 
treaty to hostile action dangerous to Russian 
interests, publishes tables showing the former 
and the existing duties and comparing them 
with the German tariff on Russian goods, 


amounts on an average to only 25 per cent of 
the value of the goods imported, and in some 
instances to 50 per cent, whereas the Russian 
duties before the war began varied 100 per 
cent, and are now raised to an impracticable 
height.

‘The trade between Russia 
and Austro-Hungary {8 the merest nothing 
when compared with the international trade 
between Russia and Germany. The triple 
alliance treaties do not touch upon commer- 
cial questions. Germany can do without 
Russian grain and the sum of official opinion 
is that the Russo-Austrian treaty, if it is ever 
concluded, will not imperil the settlement of 
the Russo-German tariff troubles in a manner 
satisfactory to Germany. It is hoped that 
when the Reichstag reassembles the govern- 
ment will be able to announce that Russia has 
recovered its senses.. Rumors are current on 
the boerse that Russia is trying to raise from 
Paris bankers a loan — 15,000, 000 rubles 
at 3 per cent. 

Socialist Congress Opens Today. 


The Socialist congress which opens at Zu- 
rich tomorrow will be largely composed of 
German and Austrian delegates. Practically 
it is a meeting of members of the extreme 
wing of the German Socialists. The program 
of the congress includes an international 
eight-hour day, an international agreement 
for the celebration of May 1 as Labor day, 
concerted political action on the part of the 
Socialists, the position of the Socialists in the 
event of European war, international trades 
organization, etc.

It 
can be stated that these announcements have 
no value beyond intimating the desire of the 
Ministerialists that before the dissolution the 
Minister shall carry some of the leading 
measures that were decided upon at the 
Liberal conference held last year at New- 
castle. The Ministerialists believe at least 
two of the measures called in the Newcastle

tion. These measures are the parish councils 
bill and the employers’ liability bill. They 
hold that for the Liberal party to present its 
resolution for the single achievement of the 
home rule bill would be to expose it to almost

This, however, is exactly a program which 
the leaders of the opposition decline to assist 
in carrying out. During the last week con- 
stant communications have been exchanged 
between the government and the Unionists’ 
whips, having in view an arrangement to 
shorten the decision of the vote on supply ard 
the report stage of the home tule bill, so as 
to enable the government to turn its attention 
to the British again.

This stage must consume the 
time of the House for at least three weeks, 
though the government should use every pos- 
sible means of closure. The debate will cover 
forty-two new clauses and schedules besides 
the entire pages of amendments, most of 
which will again raise the issues that were 
settled in Committee of the Whole: One of 


the most important of the new propositions is 


to be made by the Rt.-Hon. A. J. Balfour, the 
Conservative leader in the House, who will 
move an amendment to the effect that the 
Irish members to be retained in the Imperial 
Parliament shall have the power to vote only 
on motions amendatory of the home rule bill. 

After the decision, which, 48 above stated, 
will occupy three weeks at the shortest, and 
the report the third reading of the bill will be 
taken up. Then the House will resolve itself 
into Committee of the Whole ot Supply.

The developments in the financial crisis in 
the United States are watched here with the 
keenest anxiety. The fact that the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad company 
has had to come to London to borrow $5,- 
000,000 while the Pennsylvania railroad 
will negotiate a six months’ loan of 62,500 
000 at 5 per cent is commented upon 
showing how utter is the collapse of credit in 
the United States and how complete is the 
lack of capital. The credit of both the 
companies referred to,“ says the Statist, 
Stands high.

PROTEST AGAINST THE SALE. 


Canadians Wish to Ketain Their Gana- 
noque Islands.

State Printer Snow Again Calls for the Or- 
ganization of Men with Arms. 


TorkRkA, Kas., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—In the 
Hughes trial before a court-martial, in which 
the defendant is accused of refusing to clear 
Representative Hall last winter, evidence was 
given this morning by the Governor and Ad- 
jutant-General. In spite of the efforts of 
Judge Advocate Doster to prevent it the fact 
was brought out that Hughes had willingly 
obeyed all features of the orderin question 
except throwing the Republican and Demo- 
cratic members out of Representative Hall 
and that the three held long consultations over 
that portion of the order and that it was agreed 
that Hughes shouid protect all property and 
persons, but need not remove the members 
from the hall. 

This court-martial is rapidly reviving the 
intense partisan hatred which prevailed dur- 
ing the critical times of the legislative war.

WAITING OV CONGRESS 


STOOK MARKET BUSINESS n NOW 
DEPENDING ON SILVER. 


There Is a Feeling Which Led to the Rise 
of the Last Week That the Sherman 
Law Would Be Knocked Out Rapidly 
but This Is Hardly Borne Out by the 
Utterances of Senators=Clearing- House 


Certificates and Their Probable Ex- 
tont- Time for a Boom, 

New York, Aug. 5.—{Special.]—Wail street 
is looking to Congress for its cue, There has 
developed among speculators this week an 
idea that the politicians will expeditiously re- 
peal the Sherman silver purchasing law, and 
that through such promptness the country 
will get a tonic that will warrant buoyancy in 
the stock market. This isa remarkable expec- 
tation, but none the less Wall street has been 
hoisting quotations on the strength of it. So 
far as information from really relia- 
ble sources reaching here from Washington 
reflects the prospect in Congress a dif- 
ferent anticipatiom is reflected. A long 
session and a bitter fight may be counted on 
confidently. Senator Wolcott of Colorado, 
who dropped into Wall street this week, said 
toa friend: You fellows here in the East 
seem to think that it is going to be one, two, 
three, and out for the silver men and the 
whole West. It won't take us long to show 
that you are mistaken.” 

Senator David B. Hill is credited with hav- 
ing assured a friend this week that he proposed 
to see the free silver people given a fair field. 
He did not doubt, he said, that President 
Cleveland was earnest in his anti-silver law 
crusade, but in a matter of such importance, 
said Mr. Hill, the United States Senate must 
of course go forward slowly and conserva- 
tively. 

There is a hint worthy of some attention in 
this sort of mild-mannered suggestiveness 
coming from the source it does. Senator 
Gorman has said to a friend: You know the 
United States Senate is a deliberate body. It 
never acts hurriedly.. I fear that organized 
action un contested seats and similar af- 
fairs of direct consequence to the Senate may 
consume much time before we are able to de- 
vote ourselves to the financial question.”’ 

Hlave Lifted Every Active Stock, 

Wall street speculators have lifted every 
active stock materially. Some of them they 
have jumped up a dozen points or more. So 
enormous was the short interest in the market

has been buying stocks, because they have got 
down to a point where they are unquestion- 
ably bargains. 

ese general, purchases, they declare, have 
been prompted by the belief that President 
Cleveland’s m eis going to be an old- 
fashioned rouser of patriotism. One current 
yarn has it that the President will recom- 
mend the issue of new government bonds, 
and that he will advocate giving to national 
banks the right to use these bonds up to their 
par asa basis for the new circulation. Lots 
of other details, all of them cheerful, are 
given as to what the President is going 
to say to Congress. advance in the 
market has been in the face of growing de- 
moralization in business circles. The scare 
which has done so much out West has ex- 
tended into New England. A long list comes 
out every day of big mills cutting down on 
time, reducing forces of employés, or shutting 
up altogether. These t are put down as 
efforts at adaptation to times. So far New 
England has few big or bad failures. In this 
city trade is in a bad way. A local newspaper, 
which has canvassed the subject, estimates 
that 75,000 working people are in enforced 
idleness. Perhaps this is exaggerated, but 
there can be no denying that labor is being 
severely pinched here and hereabouts. 


Heavy Clearing-House Certificate Issue. 


Clearing-house certificates, approximating 
$35,000,000, are now outstanding. This is 
— twice as many as ever before were 
issued. There is no telling how much longer 
the banks may find it necessary to go on 
grinding out this improvised relief. An 
influential member of the clearing-house tells 
me that he would not be surprised if it 
reaches $45,000,000. On all sides is 
heard the assertion that no clearing- 
house bank will be permitted to fail. 
All the big banks of this city are undoubtedly 
in good shape. What can be said—for the 
bankers themselves are saying it with a good 
deal of vim—is that so far as banking rela- 
tions of the ordinary sort are concerned we 
now have here practically a suspension of 
payment with outside cities. Even the Sub- 
treasury here, and in fact the Treasury at 
Washington itself, have been refused pay- 
ment in cash when presenting checks here for 
collection. ' 

Brokers are advertising in local newsapers 
offering premiums of $5 to $15 a thousand 
for currency of any sort, one house explicitly 
offering $7.50 for silver dollars. People hav- 
ing pay-rolls to meet or having other calls 
which require the use of small sums of money 
are embarrassed. But this is, as a matter of 
fact, one of the smaller incidents in the finan- 
cia! distress at this center. 

Much is neard of the $10,000,000 or 812. 
000,000 of gold bought on the other side and 
shipped here. These engagements have now 
stopped. Sterling exchange has advanced to 
a prohibitory point. This gold was supposed 
to be scheduled for the use of local banks 
here and would thus bring relief to the cur- 
rency situation. A fact which will be dis- 
closed next week is that five-sixths of the gold 
coming is to go directly into savings banks 
vaults. -—~ 

Improvement Can Come Quickly.

In no recent year have 
retailers throughout the country been carry- 
ing so small a stock of goods as they now 
ho The return of confidence and the 
springing up of trade would start a boom that 
might hustle quickly into great proportions.

Great oppo- 
sition has developed among the neighboring 
farmers, which may lead to trouble. The 
work of getting thé old buildings at the quar- 
antine into shapé to receive the overflow of 
paupers from the city institutions is progress- 
ing rapidly, and the anger vf the residents in 
that section of the county progresses. ‘They 
say they will not have the city’s paupers sent 
down there, and as soon as they are placed in 
the quarantine the farmers declare they will 
set fire to the buildings. A vigilance com- 
mittee has been organized by the farmers to 
carry out their threat.

A number of miniatures and choice books 
and bindings from the collection exhibited at 
Thurber’s by E. F. Bonaventure have found their 
way into | during

Among these is a fine proof of Jazet’s éngray.ng 
after the life-sized painting by Lonis David, rep- 
resenting the coronation of Josephine. by Napo- 
leon in the Church of Notre Dame. It is 
a large composition, crowded with figures. There 
are also two mezzotint portraits of Benjamin 
Franklin by Alix, the well known engraver of the 
eighteenth century. They are printed in colors 
and are in the original Louis XVI. frames.

KEPT OUT OF LINCOLN PARK LAGOON. 


Yachtsmen Have a Grievance Against the 
Com missioners=Want Shelter for Boats. 
The yachtsmen of the city and more par- 

ticularly the members of the Lincoln Park 


action of the Lincoln Park Commissioners or 
Supt. Pettigrew in trying to keep yachts 
out of the lagoon at Lincoln Park, It 
is claimed a deliberate attempt was made 
Saturday, July 29, after the annual regatta 
of the club, when all the boats were outside, 
to keep them out and prevent them from 
using the lagoon as an anchorage hereafter. 
“For over two years the Lincoln Park 
Yacht club has been trying to induce the 
Park Commissioners todo something in the 
way of providing harborage for yachts,” said 
a member of the club yesterday. The club 
was organized and named on the strength of 
the fact that there was a lagoon within the 
new Lake Shore drive along the park where 
small boats could anchor in safety and keep 
reasonably clean, which advantages cannot 
be had anywhere else wong rene, oy twenty 
miles of water front. hen the Lincoln 
Park Commissioners went to Springfield to 
secure from the Legislature the necessary 
enactments to enable the board to builda 
drive out in the waters of Lake Michigan the 
rowing clubs, which embracea membership of 
5,000, assisted in securing such action on the 
understanding that within the proposed drive 
there should be made a lagoon not less than 
300 feet wide to serve: as a course for shell 
races. This understanding was never ad- 
hered to. The lagoonis nowhere over 150 
feet wide and asa course for rowing races is 
utterly useless. ; 
„The park provides tennis grounds and 
apparatus free of charge: It prepares and 
keeps in, order baseball grounds. Other 
sports aré cared for at the expense of the tax- 
yers. On the other hand, here isa fleet of 
ourteen boats representing an investment of 
nearly $20,000, for which not orfly no pro- 
vision is made buu which are harassed in every 
possible way. During the winter the con- 
struction of a bridge across the inlet to the 
lagoon south of the Grant monument was 
commenced. The abutments of the bridge 
narrowed the inlet, already too small, by 
more than half, down to thirty-eight feet. 
Take from, this the projection of the iron 
trusses when the bridge is open and there is a 
width of a little over thirty feet. Only in 
perfeetly calm weather can a boat get through 
with safety. | 
At our annual regatta a week ago we ran 
ever our old course.

Ar a recent meeting of the Victoria Insti- 
ute at London, England, Sir Gabriel Stokes 
delivered an address. The official report of 
the meeting states that he described the 
luminiferous ether, which has been termed a 
medium whose vibrations are supposed to 
cause light, pervades all space, is imponder- 
able, and infinitely elastic, and explained the 
results of the investigations of home and for- 
eign men of science into the nature of that 
substance. All of this would be intensely 
interesting if any value could be attached to 
it. The talks about the luminiferous ether 
thus far ought rather to be called the results 
of thinking than gf investigation, and that 
thinking is not necessarily more correct 
than were the ruminations of ancient sages 


modern theologians in regard to the nature 
and attributes of Jehovah. Scientific men 
have asserted that there must be such a me- 
dium in space, but they have not yet proven 
the assertion, much less ascertained whether 
such medium is material or immaterial or 
whether it is found beyond the neighborhood 
of the more solid substances which are known 
to exist. So it is not scientific to speak of 
investigations in regard to ether, as th 
sum total of those processes of thought called 
investigations amounts to little, if any- 
thing; more than the formulation of an idea 
that we know nothing about it. 


WHAT CONGRESS SHOULD DO. 
The latest official statement of assets and 


_ liabilities of the United States Treasury shows 


a total of liabilities of 482 millions of Bland 
silver certificates and Sherman Treasury 
notes.

The 432 millions of silver paper has stand- 
ing to ite credit silver dollars and bullion to a 
nominally equal amount, but this cannot be 
used for redemption of the 822 millions of 
paper unless the policy of the government is 
to change the monetary standard to silver 
monometallism. To redeem the paper in 
silver dollars would at once destroy the parity 
with gold, which the act of July 14, 1890, 
declared it to be the policy of the government 
to maintain. The silver dollars contain only 
37144 grains of pure silver worth commer- 
cially bit 54 cents, while full redemption at 
gold par would require more than 650 grains. 
Nor could the silver dollars be paid out at 
their bullion value, if that were permitted by 
law, withouk immense loss to the people, as 
the recent great decline in price has made 
silver worth far less than when it was pur- 
chased, while the difference between bullion 
and coinage values has been absorbed as 
“seigniorage’’ or government “ rake-off”’ 
and spent. 

The silver could not be uged for redemption 
of the silver certificates and Treasury notes 
without reducing their purchasing power to 
that of the freesilver coinage basis, which 
Would not exceed 55 cents on the dollar.“ 
Therefore the situation resolves itself into a 
struggle to make a hundred millions of gold 
sustain the parity of 820 million dollars in 
Federal notes with the hope that Congress 
will furnish additional strength during the 
extra session to enable the load to be pulled 
through the mud in which it has come nearly 
to a standstill. 

This being the case, if Congress should ad- 
journ without furnishing more power to the 
elbow” of the President it is probable that 
there Would be another run by a disappointed 
people who had lost faith in the ability of the 
government to redeem its paperin gold. The 
probability is there would be a helter-skelter 
rush to secure whatever gold could be got 
hold of before the government slumped to 
silver redemption, the resulting pressure for 
money being far greater than any experienced 
in the last three months. Then we should be 
left flat on the basis of the cheap silver dollar, 
with all the paper money obligations 
of the government reduced to the level 
dollar, as deter- 
‘mined by the bullion value of the silver it 

contains, And with this decline there would 
be a corresponding fall in the value of all the 
national bank notes and all the deposits in the 
banks, including the nearly two billions of de. 
posits by working men and women. Every 
dollar's worth of cash and credit would be re- 
duced at once by nearly 50 per cent, landing 
millions of people in general bankruptcy and 
causing a widespread cessation of industry for 
want of the capital necessary to carry it on. 

No matter what may be said in Congress 
that body must not adjourn without strength- 
ening the hands of the government to redeem 
its paper in gold, making its financial position 
impregnable by authorizing the issue of gold 
bonds to be sold for gold, and stop the inanv- 
facture of Sherman silver paper intrinsically 
worth no more than 55 cents on the dollar. 
Then in order to increase the volume of cur- 
rency it should allow the banks to issue notes 
on such government bonds as they can get 
hold of up to the par value of the said bonds.

There is, 
however, room to hope that. within the next 
few weeks the purchasmg clause of the Sher- 
man act will be repealed and the issue of suffi- 
cient gold bonds authorized to remove all 
distrust in the public mind of the ability of 
the Treasury to keep all its notes outstanding 


at parity with gold. 


THE MUSICAL LEAK STOPPED. 

It is now definitely settled that music no 
longer will be regarded as an exhibit of art 
at the World's Fair but as a source of amuse- 
ment for the people. By this decision it is 
anticipated that there will be a large sa ving in 
the expenses and that the people will be bet- 
ter satisfied. Under the operation of the new 
policy the Festival Hall substantially will re- 
main closed. The vocal societies which were 
to have come here will remain at home. The 
artists whose services had been secured will 
be notified they are not wanted. Eminent 
foreign composers and conductors who had 
been invited here to conduct their works will 
be notified that the invitations are canceled. 
The orchestra must be utilized in some way 
or its members must be paid and discharged, 
as they have binding contracts. Mr. Thomas 
himself has resigned to the Music committee, 
whose bebests he has obeyed from the first. 
As he has nothing to gain by remaining, he 
could take no other course. There is nothing 
for him to do as an orchestral conductor. 
There is nothing for any other orchestral con- 
ductor todo. If there is any way in which 
he can be of service to the Fair from an ad- 
visory point of view he offers that serv- 
ice free of any financial considera- 
tion. The letter of resignation which 
Mr. Thomas has sent to the committee marks 
the first time that he has spoken in more than 
three months of virulent personal abuse based 
upon conditions for which he was not respon- 
sible, and he now makes no reply to it and no 
complaint of it; He realizes the situation and 
accepts it in a manly way. He recognizes that 
a reduction of expenses is of vital importance 
to the interests of the Fair and notifies the 
committee that he has canceled all engage- 
ments with foreign and American artists and 
musical organizations. and abandoned all 
festival performances. Having taken this ac- 
tion he recommends that the Fair music here- 
after shall not figure as an art at all, but shall 
be treated merely on the basis of amusement, 
and suggests that the two bands shall be di- 
vided into four and the Exposition orchestra 
into two small orchestras, which can play 
such light selections as will please the shift- 
ing crowds in the buildings and amuse them?’ 
If such a plan be followed there would be 
nothing for Mr. Thomas to do, and in order 
that the directors may be left free to carry it 
out he resigns. 

Mr. Elisworth, in speaking of the resigna- 
tion, says: Had the bureau been organized 
as Mr. Thomas requested there would have 
been none of the misstatements and errors 
that have arisen and which have misrepre- 
sented Mr. Thomas and his connection with 
the musical features of the Fair.” 
correct, but the statement might have gone 
still further. Had Mr. Thomas’ suggestions 
been followed the present musical scheme 
never would have been adopted and the im- 
mense expense of it would not have been in- 
curred, The musical aggiomeration was 
forced upon him against his judgment, He 
has tried to carry it out to the best 
of his ability. Now. that the directors 
are convinced that, like many other 
features of this Fair, results have 
been sacrificed to an inordinate 
desire for bigness, and that,as he advised 
them at first, music should not be treated as 
an exhibit, he yields his place that music may 
be treated as an amusement, since clearly un- 
der the proposed new scheme there is no room 
at the Fair for an orchestral conductor. By 
this action itis clear now that music will be 
treated as an amusement, and in treating it 
as such the directors must see to it that the 
people are amused as cheaply as possible. 
There is no further excuse for squandering 
money im this direction. The musical leak 
having been stopped, now Why not stop the 
transportation leak, the admissions leak, the 
deadhead leak, the Columbian Guard leak, 
and that frightful leak in the Bureau of Pub- 
licity and Promotion? If one leak is to be 
stopped stop them all, especially Maj. Handy’s 
broken crevasse, through which money is 
running away to waste in the most extrava- 
gant manner. 


BLUNDER OF THE DRAINAGE TRUSTEES. 

The Drainage Trustees have declared that 
the McArthurs have forfeited their contracts 
for work to be done on the main channel below 
Willow Springs. They. have also called for 
new bids for the work. They have to adver- 
tise for two months, so that it will be October, 
before the work can be let and it will be some 
time after that before the successful bidder 
can begin operations. Itis understood that 
other contracts will also be forfeited, which 
will entail a further loss of time and also in- 
creased expense. 

These delays are due to the mismangement 
of the trustees. When the government en- 
gineers made their estimates for the cutting 
of a canal from Bridgeport to Lemont they 
recognized the fact that there were three 
classes of material to be handled—rock, 
earth, and hardpan—and they set down a dif- 
ferent price per cubic yard for the removal of 
each. They assumed that the earth would 
cost 25 cents per cubie yard and the hardpan 
nearly three times as much, or 60 cents. 
They knew that there wasa good deal of it 
and that it would cost any contractor much 
more to remove it than it would clay. 

The Drainage Trustees, however, thought 
they cduld make a more economic showing by 
pursuing a different plan. They classified all 
the material to be removed under two heads, 
one being solid rock and the other comprising 
everything else—muck, sand, gravel, clay, 
hardpan, etc, They got bids for the removal 
of all this last-mentioned stuff at from 26 to 
28 cents per cubic yard and congratulated 
themselves on having let the work within the 
estimates, 

But a# several of the contractors this side 
of the Sag are Karning what this hardpan is 
and how much there is of it—something they 
did not know, for the borings made were in- 
complete and deceptive—they ate getting sick 
of their bargain: They cannot afford to re- 
move for 28 cents material which it costs 


from blame, for they 
ought to have known they would have some

We must t call tho attention of the board 
responsible for the proper handling of the funds 
committed to its care and not the Council of Ad- 
ministration, only two members of which are 
directors; that the result obtained under the 
present system is lea this corporation into 
insolvency ; that the financial management of the 
corporation up to date can only be characterized 
as shamefully extravagant; that it was stated to 
the board at a recent meeting that the council 
did not know whether ita orders to reduce ex- 
penses bad or had not been carried out; and, 
finally, it is apparent to one who will give 
the subject the slightest attention that the Coun- 
cil of Administration with the best intentions in 
the world, has not the time to see that proper 
economy is used in the operation of the Fair. 

The financial situation of the corporation to- 
day, as estimated by the Auditor, shows conclu- 
sively that the present system of financial man- 
agement is all wrong and must be radically 
changed or we will be held responsible, and 
288 so, for the mal administration of trust 
fun 

We find it our duty to call the attention of 
each director to the fact that it is no longer pos- 
sible to plead ignorance of the wasteful extrava- 
gance in the conduct of the Fair under the pres- 
ent system, and that if we are not to be disgraced 
before the public as business-men this matter 
must be followed up sharply and decisively. 

‘Are the directors ready to take the re- 
sponsibility of denying the truth of the state- 
ments and disregarding the advice? If so 
they must be prepared to meet the conse- 
quences in case that advice turns out to be 
sound and the predictions of the committee 
are verified. The directors thought they could 
disregard with impunity the injunction of a 
Judge. Some of them have discovered that 
they were in error. They have been told by 
their committee that the “present system is 
leading this corporation into insolvency.”’ If 
the Exposition should be unable to pay its 
debts then the directors will be called up for 
judgment before a higher court than that of 
Judge Stein and a court from whose verdict 
there is no appeal—that of the people of Chi- 
cago, whose trust they will have abused and 
whose money they will have squandered. 

Suppose it is found out at the close of 
October that owing to a refusal to abandon a 


policy which has been denounced as extrava- 


gant and dangerous the Exposition is unable: 


to pay its debts, that some of its floating in- 
debtedness cannot be met, or there is no 


money to redeem the bonds which are out. In. 


that event what excuses that the directors 
could make would be valid? How would they 
satisfy the 30,000 stockholders, and the city, 
which is a five million stockholder, who had 
put them in authority and whom they had 
betrayed? 

The inability of the World’s Exposition cor- 
poration to pay its debts after ample and 
official notice has been given that if the pres- 
ent extravagant Gourse is pursued it cannot 
pay them would bring the directors danger- 
ously near to legal personal responsibility. 
They would incur a mora! responsibility from 
which they never could free themselvés, -Is a 
majority of the forty-five directors ready to 
meet that responsibility? If there should be 
debts, owing to their mismanagement, which 
the corporation cannot pay will the directors 
agree to pay them out of their own pockets? 

There is not one of the directors who does 
not know that the recommendations of the 
special committee should be acted on in- 
stanter. But they lack the courage. They 
are overmastered by the vanity of some men, 
the pride of others, and the patronage of 
others, They are bossed by their subordinates 
and when they attempt to exercise their right- 
ful powers they are bulldozed by their hired 
men. When they tell one head of a depart- 
ment that he must cut down expenses he 
shirks out of it by telling them that if he does 
that branch of the service will be crippled and 
the treasury will lose more than it will gain. 
Another head of a department when told that 
he must retrench threatens to resign. They 
weakly think him indispensable and he goes 
his wasteful way unmolested. Other sub- 
ordinates tell them that to economize will 
mean a loss of prestige, a lowering of the 
Exposition in the eyes of the people—para- 
sites they mean. 

The directors cannot help knowing that if, 
when they end their trust, they have to report 
that there is not enough money to pay the 
debts, no excuse to the effect that the deficien- 
cy was due to bad ad vice, or to the insubordina- 
tion of subordinates, will be accepted. The 
directors will be unable to shirk one iota of 
their moral responsibility. The people will 
say: Lou are the men to whom we intrusted 
over sixteen millions of money and to whom 
the government gave over two millions. You 
are the men who have collected millions from 
gate receipts and concessions. And yet that 
is all gone, and there are debts due and un- 
paid and not 4 cent for the stockholders.“ 

To economize with other people's money is 
always hard and disagreeable. When prac- 
ticed by a political corporation it makes ene- 
mies of the taxeaters. But it will be better 
for the directors to make enemies of parasites 
and barnacles by discharging their duty than 
to earn the unending loss of the respect of 
Chicagoans a few months hence by neglecting 
their duty. 


LARRY M’GANN’S PROGRESS. 

Congressman Larry McGann has.made some 
progress in his study of the silver question. 
Three weeks ago he was for the repeal of the 
Sherman law and for the free coinage of sil- 
ver at a ratio of 28 tol. Tus II Un 
showed him where his proposition would land 
the country and advised him to study some 
more. He has done so, and announces now 
that he is for the immediate repeal of the 
Sherman law, for the abandonment of the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and the adoption of a new 
one, which he thinks may be ultimately be- 
tween 20 to 1 and 25 to 1, but which he does 
not think “ can be definitely established until 
after silver shall have settled down to a nor- 
mal price and have remained at that price for 
a considerable period. Mr. McGann has 
about made up his mind that Congress should 
let the ratio business alone for the present 
and that it should not attempt to de- 


termine what the “normal price” of sil- 


ver is, but should leave it to be 
regulated by those economic laws which 
fix the price of other commodities.

The pendulum —— + the World’s 
Fair still continues to swing between 70,000 
and 80,000 à day. We have reached the end 
of the first week in August and the great 
crowds which were expected do not yet come. 
It has been estimated that there must be an 
average attendance from this time to the 
close of over 150,000 a day to mate the Fair 
pay its floating debts and bonds. 

Why do not the crowds come? Certainly 
the attractions are astonishing and the weather 
does not keep them away, for we are having a 
delightful summer and perfect days for visit- 
ing the wonderful White City.” Certainly 
there is no lack of attractiveness on the Fair 
grounds or on Midway Plaisance, They 
are just as beau and picturesque as ever 
and new attractions are addéd every week. 
The beauty, majesty, and fascination of the 
buildings and their exhibits everywhere are 
recognized and the press East, West, North, 
and South is urging the people to come. 
There is no longer any talk of extortion or of 
discomforts. Hotel and boarding-house rates 
have come down to the average. There is no 
inconvenience in getting to the Fair from any 
part of the city, and, ones there, the ingenuity 
of the officials has been exhausted in devising 
ways for the entertainment of the people 
when they are tired of sightseeing. 

There is but one obstacle that stands in the 
way of an increased attendance and that is 
the railroads. The people want tocome and 
are ready to come if these overreaching rail- 
road officials will only give them the chance 
at anything like reasonable rates, considering 
the hard times; at the rates, for instance, they 
will give them to go to a political convention, 
a Sunday-school meeting, or a country pump- 
kin show. Instead of lowering their rates to 
suit the hard times and people’s ability to pay 
to the most attractive Exhibition the world 
ever has seen the roads content themselves by 
giving the people indefinite assurances that 
at sometime rates may be lowered to the 
point where they cancome, Meanwhile the 
weeks and monthd are flying. The Fair period 
is more than half gone and nothing has been 
done by the roads to attract the masses. The 
great majority of the people of Chicago and 
its immediate vicinity have seen the Fair 
many times and the managers must now rely 
upon the people froma greater distance to 
swell the attendance. Do not these railroad 
officials know that they cannot and will not 
come unless satisfactory rates are made? Do 
they not know thata dollar costs more than 
formerly and that it is harder to get it? Do 
they not know that they will make more 
money at the reduced rates than they are 
making now? Do they not realize that they 
may make this discovery when it is too late to 
be of any avail to them? These railroad of- 
ficials hold bonds of the Exposition. Do they 
not know that they never will be paid unless 
the roads hold out inducements for the people 
to come here? It is time for them to quit 
promising and go to performing. Cut down 
the rates and let them be cut down at once.

¢ GIVE THE PEOPLE DECENT JURORS. 

The County Board has been directing one 
of the Judges to hold court on the North Side. 
It has no power to give him orders, and is 
wasting breath in carrying vn a controversy 
with him which might be much more profit- 
ably employed. 

The law requires the board to make out by 
September a jury list embracing the names ol 
one-tenth of the legal voters, from which list 
jurors are to be drawn for the use of the Civil 
and Criminal courts. Of late years County 
Commissioners have disobeyed the explicit 
orders of the law, and have put in the jury 
box from time to time the names of their 
hard-up personal or bum political friends 
who applied to them for jobs. Some fellow 
who is out of work or is too lazy to work will 
present himself with a note signed by a Com- 
missioner reading: This man is a good 
Democrat; put him on the jury list.“ Such 
bums may be “good Democrats but they 
are generally poor jurors. After they have 
hung around a court- room fora week or two 
a disgusted Judge orders them to be dis- 
charged, saying that he can make no use of 
such trash as that. He directs Mis bailiff to 
go out with a special veniré and pick up some 
decent, competent men, while the good 


Democrats, whom he has dismissed, go and 


get their certificates for a week’s nominal 
service out of the taxpayers’ money. 

This system 1s vicious, not only because it 
is expensive but because it throws an exces- 
sive amount of jury work on a part of the 
community and because it lowers the quality 
of jurors to a level with the gutter. The 
persons brought in on special venirés are 
nearly all picked up in the business district, 
for the bailiff has not the time or inclination 
to go far from the Court-House. As a conse- 
quence clerks dnd business-men are being 
continually called away from their important 
work. As the Judges feel that they cannot dis- 
charge all the trashy material furnished them 
by the Commissioners, a great deal of rubbish 
find its way into the jury box. They lack 
intelligence and some of them lack honesty. 
The evil effect on the administration, of — 
is painfully evident. 

It will be seen that there is good reason for 
requesting the County Board to cease wran- 
gling with Judges and discharge its own duty 
by furnishing them with competent jurors. 
The members of the board want to be re- 
elected. Do they think they will be more 
likely to succeed if they obey the law and 
provide good jurors who will decide honestiy 
and fairly between litigants, or if they use the

DISCRIMINATION AGAINST CHICAGO. 


Comparison of Postoffice Statistics Seems 
to Indicate It Exists. 

Chicago Postoffice returns for the twelve 
months ending June 30 last give au oppor- 
tunity for comparison with the business done 
and appropriations granted the big Eastern 
offices. The officials here have always con- 
tended that an unfair discrimination was ex- 
ercised by the Washington authorities in favor 
of the Eastern cities. The Philadelphia of- 
fice has also just issued its statement for the 
year ending June 30 and the showing 
made largely bears out the asser- 
tions of the officials here. 
With a population much less than Chicago, 
Philadelphia enjoys seven deliveries in the 
business district daily as against six here arid 
four in the residence district as against two 
in Chicago. The difference in per cent of 
expenses between the two cities is 14.13 in 
favor of Chicago and this amount added to 
the present expenses would call for a further 
sum of $660,157 annually, figuring on as 
economical an administration of the office as 
in Philadelphia. Philadelphia expenses are 
49.60 per cent and Chicago expenses 35.47 
per cent of the total receipts. The totals of 
some of the more important items of income 
for each office are:

For over u week I and 
my family have lived entirely upon blackber- 
ries and bread. The reason my family is not 
here this mo because they have no 
shoes to wear. I do not ask charity, but only

A 48-Cent Silver Dollar. 


While all this depression was under way no 
commodity felt it more 8 did silver 
bullion. e price of silver pped to by far 
the lowest point in all history. It fell until the 
value of the bullion in a silver dollar was wo 
but 48 cents. The natural depression which the 
metal feltin common with other commodities 
was intensified by the action of India, which had 
with the United Btates been the chief market ‘or 
silver bullion. The Council of India decredd 
that free silver coinage should be suspended there 
and the vast market which country has

Such is the situation that the Congress of the 
United States has to face tomorrow. The first 
question on which issue will be taken aud the 

int upor which the members will divide will 
oe whether or not to immediately suspend the ac- 
tion of the Sherman law, so far as the purchase of 
silver bullion is concerned. The President will 
in his messa unquestionably recommend in 
strong terms that this be done. Those who are 
op to free silver coinage are ready to agree 
to that. Not a few of the most ardent advocates 
of the free use of silver are also opposed to the 
action of this law, but they will not without an 
intense st le give it up until they have in its 
place — — that they believe better answers 
their purposes. 

Silver Coinage in the United States. 

From early in this centtry silver has played 
rather a small part in helping to make up the 
circulating medium in the United States. 3 to 
1806 $1,438,517 had been coined. From 1806 
to 1836 not a dollar was coined, inning 
with the year 1836 with the coinage 1,000 
silver Jello we have annual amounts varying 
from not to $185,000 up to 1858. Bogin- 
ning with 1859 with the ootange of $288,500 we 
have annual amounts varying from $1,750 to as 

h as $600,000 up to 1871. In 1872 we coined 

1,112,961, which was the largest amount to that 

ate ever coined in one year. 

Following 1873 until 1878 there was no coin- 

of silver dollars, trade dollars excepted. 
When these figures are taken in connection wit! 
those representing the entire coinage of gold and 
subsidiary silver at the mints of the United 
States it becomes very evident that the silver cir- 
culating was of small importance. Leav- 
ing the early decades out of the question 
and beginning with the year of the gold. dis- 
coveries and coming up to 1873 the issues of 
silver dollars were small compared with the to- 
tal silver coinage. For instance, the total coin- 
age of silver dollars from 1853 to 1873 was less 
than $5,500,000, while the total coinage of sil- 
ver aside from dollars amounted to $60,000,000, 
and the total coinage of gold for the period was 
more than $580,000.000. 

It may be asked why such was_ the case, The 
answer is that tne silver in a dollar was worth 
more as bullion than as coin. Any one owaing 
silver bullion would not go to the expense o 
coining it if it were then worth less than before. 
The market ratio between gold and silver was so 
much more in favor of silver than wes the miat 
ratio that silver was withheld from the mints 

sold as bullion. Here was simply a plain 
case of the operation of Gresham’s law. 
But what — happened up to 1878? From 
1859 to 1873 there had been a general down. 
ward trend in the value of silver as compa 
with gold, consequently there was a gradual 
increase in amount of silver coined. 
But gold was becoming more and more 
the standard of in business 
transactions, For period of ten 
years immediately after the great gold discoveries 
there was a gradual appreciation of silver as com- 
pared with gold. By the end of this ten years 
gold was fully introduced as the circulating 
medium. Then the government began to find 
itself more nearly on a gold basis than it had 
ever been, and more in accord with others of the 
reat nations of the world. A natural result fol- 
lowed this condition. Since silver stood at so 
high a price that it was practically unavailable

That is what was contemplated and what was 
done by the act of 1873. It is a stock argument 
of the free coinage advocates 7 that act 
was passed surreptitiously at the instigation of 
interested partiés. is is certainly not true be- 
cause intention to discontinue the silver dollar 
was brought before the country by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in his reports for 1870, 1871, 
and 1872, The bill of 1873 before becoming a 
law was sent out for criticism and suggestions 
to several persons familiar with the mint and 
with financial 1 It was considered dur- 

at least flve sessions of 992 and was 
rinted thirteen times by order of Congress and 
it did not become a law until Feb. 12, 1873. 


Demonetization of Silver by Foreign Nations 


It is now necessary to mention what has been 
done by other governments r silver as a 
monetary basis. If anyene is so blind as to not 
see that the action of one government will 
greatly influence the market ratios between gold 
and silver the world over, he needs only to recall 
the action of the British Council in India last 
June. It is well known that du the years 
from 1852 to 1864 France absor gold and 
shipped out silver. The amount of gold absorbed 
by France was nearly 700,000,000 francs and 
the amount of silver shipped out was about one- 
half that amount. This was done not by any 
special law orby any conspiracy against silver. 
Gold was shipped in the form of bullion, but in 
coin it was wo more thanin bullion, there- 
fore it went into coin, and, since France had free 
coinage, there was no trouble to put as much 
gold into coin as might be demanded by the 
monetary needs of the government. The above 

res tell how much was demanded up to 1864. 
course silver fell to some extent as the result 
of this action, and gold rose, but this was a 
natural commercial transaction. There was no 
gold conspiracy or inflationist fever to be found 
in connection with it. : 

Another striking example of a deliberate choice 
between gold and silver is to be found in Ger- 
many. From the at amount of gold produced 
from 1850 to 1873 Germany decided to take 
enough to put her system upon a gold basis. Con- 
sequently, instead of waiting for the country to 
absorb an uncertain amount of gold as a natural 
result of a favorable market price, as had been 
done a decade earlier in France, she took the in- 
itiative and put her desires into legislative form. 

0 n the workin 1871 and finished it in 
1878, and established gold as the basis of her 
monetary system. She had immense stores of 
silver for sale, so from 1878 to 1879 Germany 
sold in the markets of the world more than 
7,000,000 pounds of fine silver on a constantly 
declining market. This may be looked upon as a 
legislative discrimination against silver, but it 
was the judgment of a at nation and must be 
taken as an historical fact. Of course this 
amount thrown upon the market in connection 
with the increasing production of silver assisted 
in depressing moro and more the ratio between 
gold and silver.

This was followed by a 
supplement to the treaty of 1865 for the enti 
Latin Union to the effect that the unlimited 
right of free coinage of the five-franc piece should

That is, that the 
community needed more money. 

Soon after the passage of the act the banks, 
especially in the Eastern cities, were careful not 
to allow great amounts of silver currency to col- 
lect in their hands. The clearing-house banks of 
the principal cities made a ruling that there 
— be no payment of balances iu silver certifi- 
cates or silver dollars. There were many na- 
tional banks in the clearing-houses, and in order 
to force out silver Congress passed a law prohib- 
iting a national bank from being a member of a 
clearing-house which would not accept silver 
certificates in settling balangps. The clearing. 
houses easily outwitted this act. They repealed 
the regulation, but the banks still, by tacit con- 
sent. refused to pay certificates. ; 

Many advocates of silver seem to think that the 
more silver dollars we have the more there would 
be in circulation. The truth is many unsuccess- 
ful attempts have been made by the government 
to put this silxor into circulation. It has often 
been shipped free of transportation charges to 
applicants wanting silver dollars to settle large 
pay-rolis in smali amounts, but when the em- 
ployés got them they proved a burden. As soon 
as possible they exchanged them for paper money 
or got rid of them in purchasing the necossuries 
of life. Then these dollars collect in the 
tills of merchants. The merchant cannot 
use them in paying large bills, consequently 
he deposits them in the nearest bank, The bank 
soon finds itself loaded down with silver and in 
turn sends the silver tothe nearest Subtreasury 
in the payment of public dues. These dollars 
then go immediately to Washington and the 
circuit is made complete. This circuit has 
often been made in less than one week and 
there never has been since 1878 more than 66,- 
000,000 of these dollars in circulation at one 
time, and for the last eight years the number has 
hovered very closely to the sixty million mark. 
The fact is the people do not want silver dollars 

for everyday use, no matter if they do contain 
100 cents in gold value. 

The circulation of silver certificates plus the 
coin dollar divides itself naturally into two 
periods, the first running from 1878 to 1886, the 
second from 1886 to 1890. It really extends to 
the present time, but we shall consider the act 
of 1890 by itself. The first pores presents three 
very interesting phases. y the end of 1878 
about $24,000,000 had been coined. Of this only 
about $6,000,000 in notes and coin was in circu- 
lation. The year 1879 and the first half of 1880 
showed some gain in the proportion of circula- 
tion to the amount of issues, and the years 1881, 
1882, and 1883 show a very marked 
improvement, en there is a slight 
decline after 1881. hy should more silver 
have been used in these years. than formerly? 
These were years of prosperity; crops were bet- 
ter than usual. During most of the time they 
were exceptionally good.. These were also years 
of great railroad extension and of great activity 
in the iron industry. This increased activity 
called for more money. The supply, however, 
did not come from our silver. From $10,000,000 
to $80,000,000 of silver lay idle in the Treasury 
all this time. It was not wanted. The supply 
came largely from the importation of gold. Dur- 
ing these years there was a heavy importation of 
gold from abroad. In 1879 the net importation 
of gold was $1,057,000. In 1880 it jumped to 
$77,230,000, and in 1881 it was $37,456,000. 


Silver Not Demanded. 


Such was the influx of gold. The increase in 
the use of silver from 1879 to the close of 1883 
was only about $112.000,000. At the close of 
1888 there was $160,000,000 available. 
only stating a fact to say that the silver was not 
demanded. But a reaction must come after such 
a period of activity. This reaction set in in 
1884. Now if continued issues of silver can 
maintain prosperity at any time here was an op- 
portunity; but the years of 1884 to 1886 prove 
the falsity of such an assumption. The mints 
went on steadily issuing more than $2,000,000 
per month, but industry of all kinds experienced 
a period of adversity. This is a fact which can- 
not be denied. The collapse of the West Shore 
railroad, the failure of the Marine National 
Bank, of the firm of Grant & Ward, the cessation 
of railroad extension, and the consequent de- 

ression in the iron industry furnish the grounds 

or the statement, 

The government kept on issuing silver. The 
gold reserve began declining decidedly at the 
close of 1883; by the middle of 1884 it had fallen 
$80,000,000. An increase of about $15,000,000 
took place inthe next six months, but this was lost 
again by the middle of 1885. The fall went even 
lower than in 1884. Then there was cause for 
alarm lest the government would be unable to 
maintain gold payments to all creditors demand- 
ing it. It was at this time-that the New York 
banks loaned the government about $6,000,000 
of gold to be used in case of an emergency, 

So fundamental a fact as to how the govern- 
ment must lose gold when it issues depreciated 
currency ought to be passed over, yet many do 
not see why it is. During 1882 and 1883 from 70 
to 80 percent of the customs receipts at New York 
consisted of gold and gold certificates. For the 
fiscal Syear 1884 to 1885 it was less than 35 per 
cent. is was because importers regarded it 
safer for them to hold gold and pay the govern- 
ment in silver and silver certificates. In some 
months of the present year the customs receipts 
included no gold whatever. Now the govern- 
ment is always paying out gold. If it cannot ro- 
ceive gold it is simply a question of subtraction 
that the gold reserve must decline. 


Second Period of Silver Circulation. 


In 1886 there begins the second period in our 
silver circulation; in that) year the issuing of 
silver certificates in smaller denom- 
inations than $10 was begun. This offered 
a much i greater indacement to use 
them. Since 1886 and 1887 were prosperous years 
our gold reserve an to inrease. From the close 
of 1885 to the beginning of 1888 the gold reserve 
increased from $150,000,000 to $210,000,000. 
There was also a corresponding increase in the 
use of silver certificates, but with the beginni 
of 1888 there begins a great decline in the — 
reserve. The lessening of the bank note circul:- 
tion through the gradual retirement of govern- 
ment bonds produced a gap that is being filled 
with silver certificates. From the beginning of 
1888 the circulation of silver certificates in- 
creased from $240,000,000 to $350,000,000 by 
July 14, 1890, and during this time the gold re- 
serve fell from $210,000,000 to $190,000,000, 
and later it fell below $100,000,000. Thus we 
have, say the non-metallists, practical demonstra- 
tion of Gresham's law. We see how and to what 
extent a cheap money is driving a dearer money 
out of circulation. This tendency is to be further 
traced under the action of the law of 1890. 

Whatever else may be said of the act of 1878 
one thing is true. The power of the country for 
absorbing silver certificates has startled the 
monometallists. It was constantly asserted by 
anti-silver men that the country would early be 
flooded with currency, that our gold would im- 
mediately begin to leave us. That is, Gresham’s 
law would at once assert itself and prove a veri- 
table nightmare to an erring nation. No such 
direful calamity has happened, says the free- 
coinage advocate. He points to the fact that the 
gold reserve vibrated to and fro over a space of 
only fifty millions, and that there were $210,000,- 
000 of gold inthe Treasury after the act had 
been in force ten years. This was just twice as 
much as there was in the Treasury when the act 
became a law. Moreover, the country had ab- 
sorbed into actual circulation $240,000,000 of 
silver certificates and silver. f this amount 
only one-fourth was coin. There were, of course, 
many other possibilities. Had not the cer- 
tificates been issued more gold might have 
come in from abroad. But where is the 
evidence that $420,000,000 in addition to the 
$210,000.000 in the Treasury would have come 
in by the close of 1888? Nor can it be argued that 
the ens would have been as well off had less 
coméin. The fact that the country used these 
silver certificates is only one way of saying that 
they were in demand. course the demand fell 
np Th 

ut it came again. e silver people say the 
country wants these certificates or it would not 
use them. The New York, Clearing-House may 
refuse totake them in payment of its balances, 
but in the great clearing-house of the people, in 
shops, in banks, on farms, and everywhere, the 
masses settle their balances with silver certifi- 


cates. 
The Law of 1890. 


The 89 may be asked why was the 
law o 1890 passed? Let us state what 
5 law is. It suspended coinage of sii- 
ver dollars July 1, 1891. It provided for 
the monthly purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver at its market pries and the issue of sil- 
ver certificates to pay for it. If silver is worth 
$1 an oance for a given month the issue for that 
month will be $4,500,000. At 50 cents an 
ounce it would be $2,750,000. Under the act of 
1878 every Secretary of the Treasury held to the 
minimum r of 2,000,000 ounces per month 
and therefore to the minimum issue of certifi- 
ca Only a small amount of coined dollars 
would go into circulation. Therefore continued 
coinage was regarded as a useless expense to the 
S and was guapended” by the act of 

890. But there was no alternative for the 
amount of silverto be purchased. But whereas 
we had a minimum issue of certificates under the 
act of 1878, there is no such minimum under the 
act of 1890. Fourand one-half million ounces 
mae be porchansd and paid for with issues of 
From the beginning of 1880 to the close of

Thus it seems that, roughly speaking. there was 
in 1850 one ounce of gold for thirty-six ounces of 
silver; in 1889 there was one ounce of gold for 
twenty-four ounces of silver. This shows that 
there was more gold in proportion to the amount 
of silver in 1889 than in 1850. It would there- 
fore seem that the value of gold, if the quantity 
of the metals relative to each other had anyth 
to do with it, should be less than in 185 
as compared with silver. In 1850 one ounce 
of gold was equal to fifteer ounces of silver; in 
1889 it was @jual to twenty-three ounces, and 
now, August, 1893, it is equal to about thirty 
ounces of silver. A mathematical statement of 
these ratios would be as follows: If, when there 
was one ounce of gold for’ thirty-six ounces of 
silver, the ratio was one tofifteen, when there 
was one ounce of gold for twenty-four ounces of 
silver the ratio should have been one to ten if 
supply determines the ratio alone; but the ratio 
was one"to’twenty-three. R izing these facts 
the bimetallist claims the supply of silver has not 
been out of proportion as against gold, and 
claims that the statistics of production not 
warrant the present disproportion in the market 
values of the two metals. 


Monetary Conferences, 


One of the provisions of the Bland bill pro- 
vided for securing an international conference on 
the silver question. Upon the request of the 
President of the United States a conference was 
called. It met in Paris in the fall of 1878. It 
was well attended. There were delegates from the 
United States, Great Britain, Norway, Sweden, 
Holland, France, Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, 
and Austria-Hungary. It lasted a little more 
— half a month, and accomplished no definite 
resuits. 

During the conference it developed that Great 
Britain, Sweden, Belgium, and Switzerland 
strongly favored the use of silver upon a parity 
with gold by other countries, but would not for 
themselves entertain the thought of giving up 
the gold standard, This gave some sort of 
ground to the free silver people to raise the cry 
of a gold egy If they could prove a con- 
. to discriminate against silver they 
thought they could strengthen their position 
add force to their arguments. So the free silver 
men raised the point that the attitude of these 
European nations that were willing to pass res- 
olutions looking to some other country making a 
freer use of silver, but who vous pre no aid in 
that movement themselves prov that such a 
conspiracy existed. They have never allowed 
that point to be lost sight of, and the conspiracy 
cry remains one of the chief arguments of a large 
class of silver orators. 

This conference at least had the effect of di- 
recting the other nations of the world to the sil- 
ver situation. It is also held that it caused Ger- 
many to stop her sales of silver. 

The next conference was held in the spring of 
1881 in Paris. This time the United States was 
joined by France in issuing the call for the con- 
ference. This is to be accounted for by the fact 
that France was — the pressure of a mone- 
tary stringency through the exports of gold to 
the United States and the falling off in the pro- 
duction of metals in Europe. Germany also 
joined in seridi delegates. This conference 
was much longer than the former one. It lasted 
from the middlé of April to July, with a short 
recess in May. 

While the results of this conference cannot be 
said to point much more to free silver than the 
former conference, there was a strong leani 
that way by several delegates from even Englan 
and Germany. The conference, however, reached 
no definite coneldsions. This was the last inter- 
national conferehiée on the subject until 1892. 

These discussions had opened the way for 
serious considerations and scientific study of the 
question. During the exposition in Paris in 1889 
a congress of private individuals met to discuss 
the situation. This was of course much like the 
congresses that. ate now meeting in our city. 
But a more formidable attempt was made by 
England in 1887. She appointed a royal com- 
mission to investigate the relations of gold and 
silver. These men worked for more than a year 
and collected a‘ wust amount of valuable in- 
formation, and in that part of its report which 
considers policies for the remedy of the world’s 
monetary ills is found a recommendation for a 
gold basis, one for a silver, and one for a gold 
and silver basis. These recommendations have 
exactly the same number of signatures. This 
shows that all of England's able thinkers are not 
on the side of monometallism. Furthermore, 
such monometallists as Sir Charles Freemantle, 
Lord Herschel, and other able thinkers make 
great concession to himetallism. They think bi- 
metallism possible if the priftcipal commercial 
nations will only try it. ey think that ld 
could not leave a union of such nations 1 a 
given ratio were established between gold and 
silver by them. The most notable utterance of 
these gentlemen — the of value of 
silver was in reference to the long existing ratio 
between gold and silver. It is this: That there 
must have been some steadying influence before 
1878 to hold the ratio of gold and silver at so 
nearly the same for so lo a period. This 
steadiness remained with only a slight shock 
even while gold was being poured forth in much 
greater quantities than silver. They fix upon 
the year when the Latin union suspended the 
free coinage of silver as the year when this 
steadiness gave way td fluctuation. 

After 1878 the price of silver in gold continued 
to fall. The change begs to disturb trade rela- 
tions the world over. After the short recovery 
in the price of silver following the act of 1890 
in the United States silver resumed its down- 
ward course, 

Again the President of the United States issued 
a call for an international conference. This 
conferencé was much more representative of the 
world than any of the former ones. Every na- 
tion of Europe and even Mexico joined in study- 
ing the situation. The delegates of the United 
States played a very important part. These dele- 
gates offered the first proposition for discussion; 
it was to the effect that a larger use of silver in 
the monetary ‘systems of the world should in 
some way be effected. the affirmative side of 
this proposition Great Britain, * Denmark, 
Mexico, Holland, and the whole Latin union 
finally arranged themselves. There was, how- 
ever, no formal vote taken on the Ant ger 

At this conference Alfred D. Rot ild offered 
a plan for the further injection of silver into ‘the 
monetary systems of the world. It provided that 
European States should purchase 30,000,000 
ounces of silver annually, provided the United 
States kept up its recent purchases. The amount 
to be pai | the silver was to be settled by 
agreement. Each government was to be perfect- 
ly free in the matter of its action. The agree- 
ment was to last for five years. 5 

The plan of Moritz Levy, offered to the confer- 
ence of 1881, was also before this conference. 
The renowned German professor, the late Adolph 
Soetbeer, the greatest authority on the produ- 
tion of the precious metals, also offered a plan to 
the conference. It was rded as too involved 
to meet with international success. 

The discussions of this conference showed that 
there is really an issue between monometallism 
and bimetallism; it showed that there is debatable 
ground between the two views, and it showed the 
arguments are not all on one side.

DAYS OF GUNPOWDER NUMBERED. 


Recent Experiments Prove the Decided 
Superiority of Cordite. 

It begins to look as if the days of gunpow- 
der as a charge for the guns in the British 
na vy were numbered. Recent experiments 
just concluded at the government proofbutts, 
Woolwich, appear to prove the decided supe- 
riority of cordite. A six-inch quick firing gun 
was loaded with 29 pounds 12 ounces of the 
ordinary black gunpowder and yielded a ve- 
locity of 1,890 feet per second, with a pres- 
sure strain on the gun of fifteen tons per 
square inch. same gun was cha with 
14 pounds 3 ounces of cordite gavea 
velocity of 2,274 feet per second and 
a pressure of 15.2 tons. More 
portant still, after 250 rounds had been 
fired there were no signs of erosion. The new 
substance is manufactured at the Govern- 
ment Powder Mills, Waltham Abbey, and 
contains 56 per cent of nitro-glycerine, 37 of 

un cotton, and 5 of mineral jelly. The 
ocity of the shot along the bore of the six- 
inch gun was calculated to the millionth of a 
second from the first moment of being set in 
motion. Minute as this may appear, Lieut. 
H. Watkin, R. A., has invented an instrument 
which, it is sgid, will measure fractions of 
time to the nine-billionth part ofa second! 
About fifty of the six-inch quick-firing guns 
have been supplied to the navy, and the 


‘authorities at the Royal Gun Factories have 


the manufacture of larger guns of the 
same pattern, with a velocity of 1,300 miles

At every one of these crossings danger and 
death lurk. At every one of them death or 
injury has been suffered. 

: Suggesting a Remedy. 

Thisisa condition to be changed if it cah 
be changed. Millard J. Scott, a practical 
railroad man, believes he hasa plan which 
will change that condition for the better. His 
plan is simple enough. It contemplates the 
construction of a great central depot at West 
Fortieth street, with a substation at 
Grand Crossing and the withdrawal 
of all the down-town depots from their pres- 
ent locations. This, of course, involves the 
vacating of all or nearly all of the present 
track yards in the heart of the city, and the 
almost total elimination of the danger at 
street crossings: 

Let it be made a little clearer. It is well 
known that most of the railway lines from 
the

artificial mechanical power and it is certain 
that the Egyptians had several forms of hy- 
draulic engines, though no descriptions of 
them have been transmitted to us. earlier 
elevators were used to raise merchandise and 
were operated by hand, consisting . inyo ef 
of a rope and pulley or windlass. appli- 
cation of the idea to hoist passengers was 
probably first made for escalad 1¢ Walls 
of fortified places, and this led to erection 
of some m i val castles accessible only by 
means of a form of hoist. The purity aid se- 
clusion of religious cloisters also were insured 
by similar means, even the provisions being 
elevated, so that no worldling might enter the 
consecrated walls. So it appears that the de- 
sire for seclusion first induced the use of the 
present methods of access to the preferred of- 
fices of this city. 

The first step toward the hydraulic elevator 
was the invention of the hydrostatic press by 
Joseph Bramah in 1795 in England. He in- 
tended applying the principle involved to 
cranes and hoists, but never did, The appa- 
ratus of the direct lift hydraulic élevator is 
about the same. A vertical cylinder having 
the lower end closed is supplied with a piston 
of equal length, 2 the upper end of which 
is the platform.

There wasa curious form of hydraulic ele- 
vator devised a few years ago, the idea of 
which was evidently suggested by a unique 
medieval form. The inventor simply substi- 
tuted a bucket of water for the man’s weight, 
filling the bucket from a tank when it was at 
the top and letting it out by means ofa valve 
when it was at the bottom. Supply and dis- 
charge were operated from the cab, and the 
motion controlled by a metal jaw clutching a 
continuous steel rail fastened to the guides on 
either side of the elevator shaft. The motion 
of these machines was perfectly smooth, and 
speed was limited only by the velocity of a

when a pressure is exerted upon one unit of 
surface of an inclosed body of liquid ‘the 
same pressure is exerted upon each similar 
unit of surface. So the water supplied to this 
cylinder under pressure, say of 100 pounds 
per square inch, will exert that amount of 
pressure upon each inch of the piston surface, 
and an ultimate power equal to'100 times its 
area in inches. The water supply being con- 
tinuous the ‘weight can be lifted the full 
length of the cylinder.

It seems strange such neglect should ha ve 
been shown of so valuable an appliance, but 
little was done with this hydraulic engine till 
Sir William Armstrong geared the appliance 
down, laid the cylinder on its side, and with 
sheaves and chains or cables set itto work on 
the cranes and hoists of his immense gun fac- 
tory. To him probably more than any other 
man is due the present development of the 
hydraulic engine. His patents date back to 
1846 and involve a system of wheels or 
sheaves divided equally, one set upon the end 
of the piston and moving with it, the other 
— xed to some suitable stationary object, 
usually the cylinder itself. Over these wheels, 
alternating from set to set and wheel to wheel, 
as in the compound ley, he passed the 
chain or cable, one of which was fixed 
and the other end attached to the object to be 
moved, By this means he inverted the pulley 


falling body. Safe? Well, there have not béen 
any serious accidents with them, and some of 
them are still in use. 

The steam power elevator is used largely for 
freight service and almost uniformly in mines 
and for any regular and frequent service be- 
cause of its ecohomy for that class of work. 
Its uneven motion and limitations as to speed, 
however, discourage its use for any high

The London Optician, in describing the re- 
markable progress that has been made of late 
years in the treatment of eye diseases, says 
that with the ophthlamoscope and ‘ophthal- 
mometer there are very few problems with re- 
gard to the functions and diseases of the hu- 
man eye that cannot be determined by an ex- 
pert in a very few moments of time. i 

It may safely be asserted that there is no de- 
. of knowledge of the functions and 

iseases of the human body is so ad- 
vanced as that of ophthalmology, and this has 
been the work of the civilization of the nine- 
teenth century. With the . ophthalmo- 
scope the circular opening in the iris, 
which we call the pupil, 1s made a window 
looking upon a scariet picture, in the 
center of which 1s a beautiful white moon- 
like disc, over which radiate vessels pulsating 
with the blood constantly pumped in by the 
heart.

Stability of the Building Society System 


The present financial condition of the whole 
country is directly traceable to a class of 
speculative sharks. National, State, and sav- 
ings banks ‘have suffered, and many of them 
have been forced to suspend payment. Some 
have discontinued loans and discounts, and 
all are more or less affected. But how about 
the great codperative banks of the United 
States, kuown as building assuciations, 

just and safe principles of which 

day by day being taught to all 
who are interested in the progress of 
social and- financial improvements? These 
have been no more affected d the 
present crisis than would be the United States 
Treasury by the variations in the price of 
tobacco in Cuba, says a writer in the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. Building and loan associa- 
tions, as these banks are familiarly called, do 
not conduct business on inflated capital, nor 
do they extend credit tomen who use the 
privilege for speculation. All their funds 
are inves reinvested in non- 
negotiable first mortgages on improved 
real estate, usually in small amounts 
to each individual, and the princi- 
pal and interest are both being paid in and 
reloaned on the weekly installment plan. 
Should a run be attempted on one of the asso- 
ciations the class of people who usually get 
frightened at the wind are protected by the 
law, which steps in and says to these fright- 
ened, inexperienced people that each person 
shall receive his money as he makes applica- 
tion for it, and if the assets are sound you 
must wait until the Board of Directors can 
arrange for the payment of the loans out- 
standing. Thus, with their funds practically 
beyond the reach of dangerous crises, specu- 
lation, or false values, the building associa- 
tions giide smoothly over the most trouble- 
some disasters, where most other savings, de- 
posit, or investment institutions either fuil or 
temporarily suspend business. 

The assessments made against the building 
and loan associations of Minneapolis have 
been ordered sustained and the associations 
are required to make amended returns show- 
ing amount of money on hand May 1. If the 
associations do not take this action the assess- 
ments as first made will stand. The societies 
claim they are exempt from taxation by act 
of Legislature, except for office furniture,

Travel Paralyzed=—Public Have Rights Cab- 
men Are Bound to Respect. 

Paris Correspondence St. James Gazette: 
With 5,000 cabmen on strike and a torrid 
temperature, the state of things in Paris is 
anything but agreeable to the multitude of 
people who cannot or will net walk a greater 
distance than from the Madeleine to the 
Opéra. Even in ordinary times, when the 5,000 
cabs now laid up are in movement, the omni- 
bus accommodation is quite inadequate; at 
present it is worse than useless, except to 
those amiable people whe never use bad lan- 
guage or even think ity aud who are con- 
tented to sit an hour of two in a stifling bu- 
reau d’omnibus patiently waiting until their 
number comes to the top. But anybody with 
a restless mind, although he may have wooden 
legs, would prefer walking two or three miles 
to enduring the purgatorial misery of waiting 
to get a placéin an omnibus during the pres- 
ent crisis in locomotion. , 

To the Parisians this crisis.is far more 
serious than a score of the ministerial kind 
would be. We have 2 had opportuni- 
ties of knowing what life in this city without 
cabs means; but the cochers have never be- 
fore chosen such a Warm time for leaving the 
public in the lurch. Great, however, as the 
discomfort is they are causing they are 
doing a great deal of goog without intending 
it. People i ris fate a tendency to grow 
too fat, and common explanation given is 
their dislike of exercise and the Horatian zest 
with which they enter into the pleasures of 
the table.

Growth of the City. 


‘‘When I think, however, of the mistake that 
I made like most of my neighbors at the out- 
break of the civil war I cannot help but feel- 
ing corrected and chastened, when I examine 
the statistics of Washington. At the com- 
mencement of the century the whole District 
had but 14,000 people. It grew about 10, 
000 a year down to 1880, when it fell off to 
a growth of but 5,000 and 6,000 a year; 
and in 1850 when they made the compromise 
measures there were 50,000 inhabitants for 
the whole District. Even then the Northern 
and Western forces were at work to remodel 
the seat of government. What might be 
called theera of corruption started in after 
the Mexican war. Every, war teaches a cer- 
tain proportion of the. people to solicit offi- 
cial subsistence or contracts. The more Gen- 
erals and Colonels you make the more people 
will come to your capital. The population of 
the District of olumbia grew 25.000 
between 1850 and 1860. When Lincoln 
came there it had 75,000 inhabitants, or 
about double as many as when Andrew Jack- 
son was elected President. In the next ten 
years it almost doubled again, or rose to be 
132,000; in the following ten years it added 
some 40,000;in the ten years endi with 
1890 it added near 55,000 people. It has 
more inhabitants than Utah or New Mexico, 
and has within 100,000 as many inhabitants 
as Vermont or Rhode Island. I notice, how- 
ever. some pectliarities about that population. 
Washington has more than 12,000 more 
females in it than males; it has only about 
18,000 foreign born inhabitants; fully 211,- 
000 of its people are native, of native parents; 
about 75,000 of the people are colored. The 
deposits in the banks of Washington in old 
times were not enough for anybody to keep 
account of; now ‘they rise to the region of 
thirty millions. Before the civil war Wash- 
ington had no other suburbs than Bladensburg 
and Alexandria, now it has almost as many 
suburbs as New. Tork.“ 

„ What do you think the gravitation of 
Washington will be?” 

J cannot see but that it is going to be one 
of the few first-class cities in the country. If 
you add Baltimore to Washington, and they 
are only forty miles apart, and Baltimore does 
a very great trade with Washington, you will 
have a population of about 700,000, and 
which are within three-quarters of an hour of 
each other. Now Washington has got within 
athird or ahalf of the size of Baltimore, 


‘which was at the commencement of the cent- 


ury the city of more vigorous growth than 
any in the land. Wa n, not Baltimore, 
is now drawing upon Virginia and the sur- 
rounding districts for accessions of popula- 
tion. It has the largest mechanical popula. 
tion it ever had, not only in numbers, but in 
proportion. The different sects are putting 
their universities around it. The Catholic 
University has probably spent already above 
half a million dollars, perhaps three-quarters 
of a million, and is going on to spend more. 
With the Papal Legate making his home 
there and the Cardinal in Baltimore near by 
you can see that the struggli condition of 
ecclesiasticism is laying hold of secular. Wash- 
ington for a worldly buttress.”’

‘ The Religious Side of It. 

„J suppose that it is going to bea hard 
time for all of them to hold their own against 
science and popular intelligence. It is a sim- 
ple question of how many people you can get 
to believe in a miracle which they never saw 
done before their own eyes, and which de- 
pends for its evidence upon revelations 2,000 
years old. If Protestantism seems to be rela- 
tively weak it is because the superstition’ is

e females of the United States remain the 
support of the churches. They and the little 
mutual bigotry between the sects, which seems 
necessary to keep up the afflatus, constitute 
what might be called the vital life of the 
church. By selecting Washington City as the 
place to burn Dr. Briggs, the Calvinists have 
only run their heads into the sand like the os- 
trich and exposed their tail feathers. Tho 
last citadel of what 1 may call creed is 
whether this world was created by Personifi- 
cation or whether it belongs to the empire of 
energy and gravity. When a man like Vol- 
taire finally said that hegaw no reason why 
the earth should not have been created by 
some intelligence we mult expect a very large 
conservative proportion of the people to be- 
lieve as much. But it does them no harm to 
be building universities. The fact that they 
have to lay hold of education is the greatest 
concession they have ever made, The Jesuits 

ago discerned that only by knowledge 
defend the creed, and yet they 

driven out of every kingdom 

— included, because 

pursuit of knowledge the 

Crown could not control them. It is a singu- 
lar fact, as I am told, that the center of Jesuit 
education at the present time is the vicinity 
of Washington City. There are Jesuits, I am 
told, ata college on the Patapsco River, in- 
dustriously hunting out the stars 800 years 
after Galileo. Now will not discover any 
more, I think, than James Lick, who lies 
under his 14 and mye : ‘Hold her steady, 
boys, and directly you will see the man in the 
moon roll off and get his photograph.’
